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MOVIE OF THE WEEK: 


Go": M. Cohan had the good luck to be born on July 4, and the 
good sense to make the most of it. Thirty years ago when Ameri- 
cans felt pretty cocksure about everything, Cohan caught the spirit 
of his day by writing scores of smash-bang musical shows. They were 
unsophisticated, romantic, full of honest flag-waving. Later, during 
World War I, Cohan wrote exactly the kind of thumpety war songs 
Americans wanted to sing. Now, in World War II, Cohan’s career is 
the subject of a rip-roaring musical, Yankee Doodle Dand y, that once 
again, for these times, is just what the doctor ordered. 

“To the part of Cohan, Warner Bros. assigned kinetic Jimmy Cag- 
ney who used to be a Broadway hoofer himself. Aside from being blond, 
brash and Irish, he does not resemble Cohan, but more important, 
Cagney has enough talent of his own to make you believe in Cohan’s 
success. Cagney’s performance may win hima 1942 Academy Award. 

As Cohan’s sweetheart and wife, 17-year-old Joan Leslie (below) 
adds glory to a career she began in Sergeant York, makes it a good 
bet she will have almost as many years of movie success as there are 
freckles on her pretty face. As Cohan’s father, Walter Huston is in 
his best form. Wisely, Yankee Doodle Dandy tells the story of Cohan’s 
life without any phony plot, lets most of the excitement spring out of 
Cohan’s own song hits—songs as simple as do re mi, corny as a vil- 
lage band, touched with the magic that stirs heart and feet.

YE OLD OYSTER HOUSE 


Your visit to Boston would not be complete 
without a call at the Historical Oyster House, 
which has been doing continuous business since 
1826, with the same stalls and oyster bar in their 
original positions. 

On the second floor of this building lived Louis 
Philippe, afterwards King of France, during his 
exile, and here he taught the French language to 
many prominent Bostonians of the period. 

Previous to 1826 it had been the well-known 
store of Thomas Capen, importer of silks and 
fancy dress goods, and was known as “At the 
Sign of the Cornfields.”” Thomas Capen suc- 
ceeded his father, Hopestill Capen, with whom in 
1769 Benjamin Thompson of Woburn, after- 
wards Count Rumford, was apprenticed as Clerk. 
Here at the same time the distinguished mer- 
chant, Thomas Parkman learned his trade. 

In the upper part of this building Isaiah 
Thomas published the “Massachusetts Spy,” hav- 
ing for its motto, “Open to all parties, but 
influenced by none,” from 1771 to the beginning 
of hostilities of the Revolutionary War in April, 
1775, when it was moved to Worcester, Mass., 
where it was long known as the oldest paper in 
America in point of continuous service. 

During a part of the Revolutionary Period, 
Ebenezer Hancock, a paymaster of the Conti- 
nental Army, had his headquarters here.

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FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE 


BOSTON MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY 


To the Policyholders: 


For the seventh time it is my privilege to report to you, in my capacity 
as president and on behalf of the directors, the results of the past year’s 
operations and the present condition of the Company. 


As the owner of a Boston Mutual policy, you properly have an interest 
in the affairs of the Company. It is a mutual company, and no one but a 
policyholder can share in any profits from its operations. Your attendance 
is welcome at our annual meetings. Every policyholder is entitled to vote. 
Every policy issued carries a notice of the date of the annual meeting. 


CARRYING ON IN A WORLD AT WAR 


Our year’s work was done in the black shadow of the most tragic and 
devastating war the world has ever known and now, as we start upon 
another year, our thoughts cannot help but revert to the situation that 
faced us twelve months ago. A year ago all was uncertainty—we had not 
recovered from the shock of the news of the treacherous assault by the 
Japanese 'on\Pearl Harbor. ' No one knew for sure what the future might 
hold for all of us—our armed forces were few in number—equipment on 
land, sea, and in the air was inadequate—we knew that business as usual 
would be vitally affected—that many serious problems would confront us— 
that the way would be hard—and the burdens and sacrifices many. 


The first full year of the war proved that the most important business 
duty of a democracy at war is to win the war, and so during the past year all 
our effort, our planning, and our policies have been shaped and directed by 
the needs of our country at war. To the best of our ability, we have tried 
to make the maximum contribution to the winning of the war, without 
regard to self-interest, expediency, or stress, in the belief that the Boston 
Mutual would be doing less than its share if it fell short of the greatest effort 
of which it is capable. Every one in the home office and in the field is doing 
what he can to assist in the war effort. 


Responding to the Treasury’s call for funds, Boston Mutual last year 
invested 96% of all its security investments in U. S. Government Bonds for 
a total of $7,702,700, bringing the total Government holdings to $11,016,087. 
The directors also voted to buy 100 thousand U. S. Treasury War Savings 
Bonds, this being the maximum amount which we are allowed to buy in 
any calendar year. 


The reasons for embarking on this investment policy are too obvious to 
need explanation, but perhaps it should be stated that the policy was long 
since eee voluntarily and without pressure from the Treasury or any 
other department of Government. Quite aside from the natural patriotic 
motive of wanting to do everything within our power to help win the war, 
insurance executives have recognized that the funds entrusted to their care 
represent savings in the truest sense of the word and therefore play an 
important role in combating inflation. Every dollar paid into insurance 
companies as premiums and reinvested in Treasury securities helps reduce 
the dangers of inflation and thereby helps preserve ‘the ultimate purchasing 
power of life policies for their beneficiaries. 


In addition to their regular activities, many of the men in the field 
have voluntarily undertaken to promote the sale of war bonds. ‘They have 
generously devoted their time to this effort. 


We are proud of the many men who a year ago were with the Company, 
and during the year have entered the armed services of the United States. 
At this very moment there are Boston Mutual men on foreign soils offering 
their very lives to preserve for posterity that which such a short time ago 
they enjoyed—here in its cradle—beloved liberty. To the colors have gone 
11 assistant superintendents and 43 agents, and from the home office have 
gone the actuary, the assistant auditor, the head of the printing department, 
and the building superintendent. This Company has, like many other 
employers, made a direct allowance to Spee tae whe F military service, 
and so far we have paid out in this way over $15,0 


Another personnel aspect is the time and effort put in by office executives 
in various kinds of war work. I hesitate to single names out of the total, but 
I will say that our man-power contribution is large and varied. I think it is 
fair to say that our organization is working effectively and with a fine spirit— 
and with a variance of call which permits some to take the more spectacular 
posts, while others fill those which are less exciting but equally essential in 
making up the entire war effort. 


Right after the war started, we attached war riders to all new ordinary 
policies, above a certain age, and, in January, to all industrial policies above 
a certain age. The war clauses now being used, after approval by the 
insurance departments, restrict coverage, in general, only in the event of 
death as a result of military service outside of the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada. 


In March, Director Judge Leo H. Leary was designated to take charge 
of setting up air raid precautions in the home office building. Colonel 
Thomas F. Sullivan, in charge of air raid protection in the City of Boston, was 
invited to come to the home office building to give his recommendations as 
to what ought to be done. Subsequently, an adequate air raid siren was 
installed to sound the alarm, if necessary. Captains and alternates were 
appointed for each floor and practice drills have been held so that all persons 
know how to go to the designated safety spots quickly and quietly if the 
occasion arises. A proper supply of necessary medical material was assembled 
by Dr. Davison, medical Director. While carrying on or participating in 
these various war emergency activities, it has all been done without inter- 
rupting the flow of prompt service to the policyholders. We shall continue 
to answer the call to any public duty with a ready will. 
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THE YEAR'S BUSINESS 


We turn now to a consideration of the Company’s record for the past 
year and I am glad to be able to report to you that it was very satisfactory. 
As you know, we have been faced with certain handicaps due to the war. 
There has been a drain upon our manpower in the field because of men 
going into the service and those who have left to go into war industries at 
wage scales with which private industry cannot compete, since we cannot 
look to the tax payers to pay the bills. Most of our debits must be covered 
by automobile, and gasoline has become more and more restricted as the 
war continues. Then, also, there has been the virtual elimination from 
solicitation of the military age groups. Regardless of obstacles, the results 
achieved by the field during 1942 were outstanding. The gain of insurance 
in force was $7,809,565 and there was a gain of 18, 662 See ee so that 
with the start of this year our insurance in force amounted to $111,399,204 
and the number of policyholders was 333,681. The total income of the 
Company for 1942 was $5,112,115. Of this, $4,391,481 represents premiums 
paid by policyholders. ‘The income derived from the invested assets amounted 
to $601,596. We had a gain from insurance operations of $260,346. The 
interest rate during 1942 continued to decrease. Our net rate in 1941 was 
2.94%, in 1942 2.62% The loss from interest was $109,923 for last year as 
compared with $59,000 for 1941. One of the most unfortunate effects of the 
falling interest rate levels of recent years has been the burden placed on life 
insurance policyholders—a group representing a great cross-section of our 
people and including a vast majority of persons of small and moderate 
means. ‘The extent to which investment incomes of life insurance companies 
have been reduced in recent years as a result of limited outlet of investment 
funds in private enterprise and of governmental influence on money rates 
has already resulted in many companies taking initial steps to increase 
premiums on new policies to meet this investment situation. 


In December, the directors voted to take a further depreciation in the 
book value of the home office building. We sought the opinions of expert 
real estate appraisers, familiar with current market values of business 
properties in down town Boston, and especially in the vicinity of our build- 
ing. Asa result of the figures obtained, it was decided to take a depreciation 
of $100,000, which, added to the $50,000 taken off the year before, put the 
book value of our property at just about the going market value of the land 
and building today. 


WHAT WE TOOK IN 


The total income of this Company from all sources last year was 
$5,112,115. You may be interested to know what happened to all this money: 


WHAT WE PAID OUT 
First: $1,607,267 was paid to policyholders and beneficiaries. 


Second: $1,238,581 was paid to the agency organization for writing new and 
conserving old business, including medical examiners’ fees and 
inspection of risks of $32,136. 

Third: $329,945 was paid for home office administration expenses, including 
the home office payroll of $181,828 and investment expenses of 
$29,114. 
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Fourth: $112,055 was paid for taxes, including real estate, social security, 
state and miscellaneous. 


Fifth: $296,457 was charged for losses on sales and decrease by adjustment 
of ledger assets. 


Sixth: $18,157 was paid for miscellaneous disbursements. 


Adding all these items makes a total of $3,602,462. That left $1,509,653 
and of this $1,360,218 was used to increase reserves, while the balance of 
$149,435 was allocated to surplus. 


On December 31st, this Company had in its offices and banks cash 
balances of over $347,000. 


PAYMENTS TO POLICYHOLDERS AND BENEFICIARIES 


$1,607,267 was paid to policyholders and beneficiaries. This continuing 
flow of benefit payments was another important war contribution, these 
payments taking on even more than normal significance under the war 
economy. When added to similar payments in previous years, Boston Mutual 
has paid benefits amounting to $36,715,949. 


POLICY DIVIDENDS AND INTEREST PAYMENTS 


In November, the directors voted to continue the 1942 dividend scale 
on ordinary policies, except that the interest rate on deferred dividends be 
fixed at 3% and the interest rate on dividends left with the Company to 
accumulate be at the rate of 244%. 


On industrial policies the 1943 dividend rate is the same as last year, 
except that on policies paid up on their own terms, a dividend of three weeks 
will be allowed. Over $216,000 has been allocated to pay dividends in 1943 
to our policyholders. 


THE INVESTED FUNDS OF THE COMPANY 


The total assets of the Company continue to increase, and at the close 
of the year amounted to $17,820,850.12, a gain for the year of $1,628,670.25. 
These assets are principally inv ested as follows:

SECURITIES 


During the course of the year your Company’s securities investments 
were continually given critical scrutiny with the object always in mind of 
both attaining and maintaining the greatest possible safety of principal. 
Further progress was made in this direction, with the result that at the close 
of the year the investment in United States Government securities alone 
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amounted to over $11 million, equivalent to almost 62% of total admitted 
assets and to 77.5% of the securities portfolio. 


This increase in United States Government securities of $2,305,385 in 
the year was equal to 26.4%, as compared with an increase of $1,768,855, or 
14.6%, in the entire securities portfolio, and a gain of 10% in total admitted 
assets. It is obvious, therefore, that the Company has not only placed its 
entire Current receipts available for investment in this type of securities as 
an aid to the war effort, but also has converted sizable portions of other 
existing investments into United States Government obligations. 


Such conversions are reflected in a further reduction in holdings of 
railroad bonds of $337,310, or nearly 26%, bringing them down to $970,310 
where they represent but 5.4% of admitted assets. A continued decrease also 
took place in investments in public utility bonds which declined by 13.8% 
in 1942 to $1,127,659, equalling 6.3% of assets. Holdings of stocks, already 
negligible in amount, were further reduced by over 24% to a book value of 
but $58,445, where they amounted to less than one-third of one percent of 
total admitted assets. 


While the steadily increasing and large proportion of assets invested in 
United States Government securities has had a decided effect on that portion 
of income derived from bond interest, your finance committee believes that 
utmost safety of principal under existing economic conditions is of greater 
importance to the welfare of policyholders than emphasis upon income. On 
the entire invested assets, 2.62% was earned in 1942. It isnow quite generally 
believed that the long decline in interest earnings has reached an approxi- 
mate end, and, while no increase is expected for the duration of the war, the 
character of your assets is now such that a conversion to higher interest bear- 
ing securities could be readily made, when and as it seems desirable and 
suitable media are obtainable. 


INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS FIX VALUES 


Our securities are valued in accordance with rulings of the National 
Association of Insurance Commissioners. For 1942 statements, these rulings 
call for valuing bonds in default or those not amply secured, as well as stocks, 
at their December 1st market prices, with the remaining bonds which are 
fully secured carried at amortized values as heretofore. Only 1% of the 
Company’s securities are of such a quality that they must be valued at 
market, and the market value of that group exceeds its book value. Similarly, 
the ageregate market value of the remaining securities exceeds its amortized 
value. 

MORTGAGE LOANS 

Despite the fact that, during 1942, the volume of desirable mortgages 
available continued to be very small, the Company adhered strictly to its 
established conservative mortgage policies. New mortgages taken were 
almost without exception secured by residential homes located in and about 
the Metropolitan Boston area. Appraisals to determine the safe margin of 
physical security were made on the basis of sound market values. To ensure 
a satisfactory credit risk, the standing of mortgage applicants was carefully 
analyzed. New mortgages were written in almost every case, on a plan of 
systematic monthly or quarterly payments of principal, interest, and taxes. 
Wherever advisable, older mortgages were transferred to the monthly 
payment plan so as to provide the advantages of a budgeted system for the 
retirement of the mortgage obligation. 
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Encouragement to owners to make regular and substantial payments 
on their debts was afforded by the Company’s mortgage practices and in 
this respect followed the announced governmental policy to this end. As a 
result, a large sum of mortgage payments was received during the year. In 
spite of this, the Company’s mortgage portfolio increased $151, 677 during 
the year and now totals the sum of $1,630,026. This sum comprises 373 
individual mortgages of which 41, having a principal balance of $178,944, 
are insured by a government agency, the Federal Housing Administration. 


The condition of the mortgages in respect of payments of interest, 
principal, and taxes is highly satisfactory. These payments are being made 
promptly. During the entire twelve months’ period, only one foreclosure 
proceeding resulted in the acquisition by the Company of a parcel of owned 
real estate. Inspection of the mortgaged properties is made at intervals and 
reveals that they are being maintained in good physical condition. 


When the Government War Risk Insurance became available in the 
middle of the year, the Company at once advised all mortgagors of the 
desirability of obtaining this type of protection for their own and the Com- 
pany’s interests. ‘he response was remarkable and war risk insurance was 
taken out in the case of all but three mortgages. 


REAL ESTATE 


The real estate sales market was adversely affected during 1942 by the 
general disturbances and dislocation of a country at war. In addition, the 
institution by the Government of rent ceilings and regulations of tenants, 
introduced a new factor which acted as a deterrent to normal real estate 
buying. Nevertheless, the Company, during 1942, made substantial and 
very satisfactory progress in disposing of the real estate which it had been 
forced to acquire by past foreclosures. ‘Twenty-five parcels were sold, 
reducing the Company’s holdings of real estate by the sum of $149,576.85. 
At the end of the year the Company owned 65 parcels of real estate, carried 
on the books at a figure of $369,267.54. The sales of Massachusetts rea] 
estate accounted for the bulk of the are Cone er and sales prices were 2% 
above the figures at which the properties were carried, showing that they are 

valued on a sound conservative basis. 


Prospects for further liquidation of real estate are favorable. There is 
always a demand for homes, particularly in time of war when new building 
is eliminated or curtailed by absence or shortages of materials and labor. 
The Company’s properties are all homes. No commercial or industrial 
property is owned. 


The 1942 financial return on the Company’s owned real estate was the 
highest experienced since real estate was acquired. This satisfactory result 
was due chiefly to two factors: 


First: To the fact that the properties were practically fully tenanted 
during the year and that very little tenant turn-over was 
experienced; 

Second: ‘To the fact that expenditures were closely scrutinized and 
confined to those necessary to keep the buildings in first-class 
rentable and salable condition. 


Immediately war risk insurance became available, every parcel of real 
estate was brought under such protection. 
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POLICY LOANS 
On December 31st our policy loans totalled $1,014,060.71, and during 


the year we paid out for cash surrenders $359,713.53. These are much 
lower than last year and reflect the improved financial condition of families 


in this section under the war production boom.

LIABILITIES AND SURPLUS 


The liability items of our Life Insurance Company show the present 
cash value of the benefits which we guarantee to pay to our policyholders 
and their beneficiaries, as well as the amounts we hold on their behalf. Our 
liabilities also include what we owe on account of incurred death and dis- 
ability claims in process of settlement or anticipated, the dividends we have 
voted to pay in 1943, and other miscellaneous indebtedness. Our liabilities 
at the close of the business year stood at $16,721,035, of which $15,910,146 
is the legal reserve required by law to be set up for the protection of policy- 
holders. The primary purpose for which a life insurance company exists is 
to pay claims. Every time a person insures with us we enter into a contract 
to pay out money at a future date. As soon as the contract is made and the 
premium is paid, the Company has to set up what is called a ‘‘reserve”’ 
against that contract obligation. These reserves contitute liabilities—in the 
future, but fixed and certain. ‘The laws of Massachusetts and the other states 
in which the Company does business, provide for and require the accumula- 
tion of this reserve for the fulfillment of the policy guarantees. It is computed 
on an exact mathematical basis of approved mortality tables and compound 
interest rates prescribed by statute. This “‘reserve’’ is the legal guarantee 
fund, which, with future premiums, insures the payment of our contractual 
obligations. Deducting our Company’s total liabilities from the total assets 
leaves our surplus at $1,099,815. 
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TRIENNIAL EXAMINATION 


Every three years, your Company, in common with other insurance 
companies domiciled in Massachusetts, is thoroughly examined by the 
Massachusetts Insurance Department. Such an examination of the Boston 
Mutual was conducted last year. It included a co mplete audit of the books 
of account and review of the transactions giving rise to the book entries, a 
physical count of cash and securities, a check of bank balances, a review of 
the papers in connection with mortgage and real estate transactions, and an 
examination into the valuation of all assets and liabilities. It also included 
a detailed review of the Company’s Petre) policies and practices to see 
that they complied with the state laws and the Company’s charter. The 
official report was made last May and was entirely satisfactory. 


INDEPENDENT AUDIT AND EXAMINATION OF SECURITIES 


According to our regular practice, the auditing committee of the 
directors will, the middle of this year, employ a competent firm of certified 
public accountants to make an independent audit of the Company’s books 
and a verification of the securities. 


THE MORTALITY EXPERIENCE IN 1942 


‘The war caused some complexities due to shortage of manpower in the 
medical staff in the field but with some changes of policy we have been able 
to continue with excellent results. Up to the present time, the number of 


death claims directly due to war have been negligible 


It is to be expected that during the year to come there will be an increase 
in war deaths over that of 1942, but they will still remain a small percentage 
of the total number of death claims. 


The stress and strain of the war is likely to be felt on the home front. 
The difficulty in obtaining a seca balanced diet among normal people, 
when one considers our present food set up, is very much i increase -d. When we 
consider the plight of the diabetic or pernicious anaemia patients and the 
large class of unstable nervous people, from these we will probably get an 
increased number of deaths. When we take into consideration the experience 
of canes people we can expect no marked increase in our death rate 
due to illness on the home front. 


The death rate of ordinary and industrial insurance during 1942 was 
favorable; the ordinary showing a slight drop over 1941, the industrial 
showed an increase over 1941 but not large enough to affect the general 
result. ‘The death rate of the last decade has been very favorable and we 
cannot foresee any reason why it should not continue so in the future. 


From the table printed further on in this report it can be seen that, 
while we had the same percentage of deaths from cancer in 1942 as in 1941, 
for the first time the cancer deaths are greater than the pneumonia deaths. 
Also the accidental deaths showed a sharp increase and became the fourth 
highest cause of death. 


ADOPTION OF MODERN MORTALITY TABLE 


Industrial mortality trends have shown marked changes in recent years 
and because of this fact there has been a concerted movement to adopt a 
mortality table which would reflect more accurately these changes. In addi- 
tion, lower interest rates brought about a marked decrease in the return on 
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life insurance company investments, and thus the desirability of a more 
recent mortality table than had been heretofore in use was accentuated. The 
State of New York was the first to prescribe the 1941 Standard Industrial 
Table of Mortality as the minimum basis of valuation. 


Although there was no change in the is LWS i Massachusetts, the Com- 
pany we x ahead and adopted the new ti » 1941 Standard Industrial 
Table of Mortality—with interest at 3%. rate action was taken by the 
board of directors in January 1942, applicable to all new industrial contracts 
after the required contracts had been prepared and approved by the Massa- 
chusetts Insurance Department. 


NECROLOGY 


As it must, even to the friendliest of men, death came on April 20th, 
1942, to Herbert Oliver Edgerton. His life’s work was the Boston Mutual, 
and, in a large measure, it stands as a monument to his devoted guidance. 


His long and distinguished insurance career started in 1895 when he 
founded the Greenfield Life Association, which later developed into the 
Boston Mutual Life Insurance Company. In 1901, Mr. Edgerton became 
general agent for the Boston Mutual at Springfield, and three years later, in 
1904, became secretary of the Company, holding that office until 1910 
when he was elected president. 


For 27 years, 1910-1937, Mr. Edgerton was Sn and his intensive 
knowledge of life insurance and his devotion to the Company guided the 
Boston Mutual and nurtured it through the formative ‘years. In 1937, ill 
health compelled his resignation from the presidency, but did not terminate 
his services to the Company he had done so much to build. For some years 
he acted as general advisor, and he remained, until his death, a member of 
the board of directors. 


What Mr. Edgerton had accomplished for the Boston Mutual and the 
high standing he had attained in the life insurance world do not reveal him 
at his best. There is something infinitely superior to any position or any 
achievement. ‘‘It is more to be than to accomplish.” 


Mr. Edgerton lived a long, useful, and happy life. His associations with 
all with whom he came in contact maintained the importance of manners 
and his daily relations were marked with a kindliness that will not soon be 
forgotten. His never failing good humor, his sympathetic understanding, his 
courtesy, humility, and helpfulness made all who knew him the happy 
beneficiaries of his kindly spirit. 


Less than a month before Mr. Edgerton’s death, the Boston Mutual 
suffered a further grievous loss when, on March 20th, 1942, Director Frank 
H. Hardison passed away, at the age of 92. Mr. Hardison, who had served 
on the board of directors for 18 years, was commissioner of insurance from 
1907 to 1919, and was called ‘“‘next to Elizur Wright, Massachusetts’ greatest 
insurance commissioner.” 

A typical American, born in Boston, a graduate of Dartmouth College, 


he successively became a newspaper man, an editor, an examiner for ie 
Massachusetts Insurance Department and insurance commissioner. 
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In all his undertakings he exemplified to the highest degree the American 
traits of integrity and faithfulness in the performance of every duty entrusted 
to him, and possessed a remarkable keenness of mind and judgment which 
continued throughout his long career. 


Another director passed away on November 8th, 1942. This was 
Willard B. Clark of Williamstown, who served on the board for over 27 years. 
Our general counsel, Mr. Hall, grew up as a boy in Williamstown and had 
known Mr. Clark for many years, and, when he presented the resolutions 
about Mr. Clark to the board, he said, among other things, this: 


““Mr. Clark’s character was as rugged as his native hills. In every 
position he held he served with complete fidelity, courage, and with the 
highest sense of honor. He was possessed of a keen and unusually sound 
business judgment. He was known to every inhabitant of Williamstown 
and he was beloved and trusted by all. He held many positions of 
responsibility. He was paymaster of the Cotton Mill in Williamstown, 
trustee of the Williamstown Water Company, and president of the 
Williamstown National Bank. As a director of the Boston Mutual, his 
modesty kept him from much debate, but when he spoke his sound busi- 
ness judgment illuminated the discussion. His life was long—well past 
four score years. His innumerable acts of mercy and kindness will not 
soon be forgotten. It was with deepest regret that the board’s long 
and delightful association with him was terminated by his death.” 


CHANGES IN THE DIRECTORATE 


Mr. Lyon Carter of Lexington was added to the board in January. He 
is a partner in the investment house of Estabrook & Company. He prepared 
for college at Phillips Exeter Academy in the class of 1911, and graduated 
from Yale in 1915, where he majored in economics and law. 


In the First World War he enlisted in June 1917, went overseas in 
August of that year, was commissioned in the field artillery and later was 
made first lieutenant in Battery F, 56th Artillery, First Army Corps. 


In 1919, he started to work for Estabrook & Company. He was made 
a partner on January 1, 1929. He isa governor of the Boston Stock Exchange, 
a member of the New England Executive Committee of the Investment 
Bankers Association of America, director of the Lexington Trust Company, 
and president of the Lexington Public Health Association. 


Frederick E. Jennings, Esq. and Mr. Thomas H. Carens were added in 
November. Mr. Jennings, who resides in Everett, is a partner in the law firm 
of Bartlett, Jennings & Bartlett. A graduate of Dartmouth College and 
Harvard Law School, he has many business interests. He is president and 
chairman of the board of the Middlesex County National Bank, director and 
general counsel of the Colonial Beacon Oil Company, director Everett Co- 
operative Bank, corporator Everett Savings Bank, vice president and 
director C. H. Whall Company, director Sanitary Cement Company, and 
treasurer and director of the Albert N. Parlin House, Inc. He is a trustee 
of the Parlin Memorial Library and has been chairman of the board for 
25 years, a member of the Everett School Board for nine years and chairman 
for two years, and a member of the Everett Draft Board. At Dartmouth, 
he belonged to the Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity, the Sphinx Senior 
Society, and played halfback on the varsity football team. 
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Thomas H. Carens is a native of Arlington, and at present lives in 
Wellesley Hills. Mr. Carens became a reporter on the Boston Herald in 1911, 
and in the following nineteen years filled almost all the reportorial and 
editorial positions on that paper. When he left The Herald in 1930, he had 
been serving for several years as its Washington correspondent. In the 
summer of 1930, Mr. Carens became assistant to Frank D. Comerford, then 
president of the New England Power Association. In 1935, when Mr. 
Comerford became president of Boston Edison Company, Mr. Carens was 
named assistant to the president of that Company, and in 1936 was elected 
vice president in charge of public relations. 


APPRECIATION TO THE COMPANY'S PERSONNEL 


The satisfactory record of accomplishment, the gains made, the fine 
condition of the Company, and the service it renders to over 300,000 policy- 
holders, is ample evidence of the effective work done, and the co-operation 
of the field and the home office the past year. The constructive leadership 
of our superintendents, the fine work of the men under them—to them, whose 
loyalty and confidence are invaluable, we wish to express the appreciation 
of the Company’s management. We also wish to acknowledge the loyal and 
conscientious work of all the other members of our wides pread organization, 
who have made equally important contributions to the satisfactory outcome 
of the year’s operations, the key home office officials, the department heads, 
the workers in all the departments, and the cashiers and assistants in the 
districts. All these men and women have carried on the activities of the 
Boston Mutual from day to day, and have contributed generously to its 


progress. It is a pleasure and a privilege to be associated with them in its 
service and we are grateful to them. 
CONCLUSION 


The purpose of this report has been to supply you, in as simple and non- 
technical language as possible, information as to the Boston Mutual’s S progress 
during 1942 and its financial condition at the close of the year. I am sure 
you have been pleased with the results of the year’s operations and the 
statements submitted for your approval. In he accomplishments, the 
directors and management have tried to play a creditable part. We enter 
upon our fifty-second year of service with strong faith in our Company and 
in the institution of life insurance. Our existence for over half a century has 
not only been in an era of great business expansion, but also in times that 
included a number of business c depressions, several wars, and many changes 
in economic theories. An institution, like an individual, that can survive 
and actually thrive under those conditions has strength and virility. The 
virility and the strong financial position of the Boston Mutual is reflected in 
this report. The Company is well regarded throughout New England and 
occupies an enviable position in strength, conservative management, and 
financial safety. It has never been in a better position than at prese nt to 
give sound advice and careful, conscientious, and prompt service to our 
present and prospective policyholders.

You will be interested to know that the Executive Committee has adopted 
the unanimous recommendation of the Special Committee that our 1944 United War Fund 
Campaign be conducted this fall. This Special Committee comprised the following: 
Judge Charles C. Cabot, Msgr. Robert P. Barry, Edward Dana, Charles M. Rogerson, 
Charles H. Spencer, Jr., and myself. The Campaign will open November 8th and will 
close November 24th, the day before Thanksgiving. Public announcement of this 
change will not be made until the end of this week, but I am anxious that you as a 
loyal friend and supporter of the Fund know of the change in advance. 


For some years there has been active discussion of the desirability of 
changing the dates of our Campaign. As you know, almost all of the community chests 
of the country hold their campaigns in the fall, for there are many advantages such 
as the weather, better budgeting and availability of volunteers. 


A new factor has arisen through the formation of the National War Fund. | 
This Fund has been created at the suggestion of the Treasury Department under the | 
leadership of the President’s War Relief Control Board and wiil combine the U.S.0. 
and other war appeals. This Board has recommended that the National War Fund join 
with local community chests wherever possible for a fall campaign, leaving a month 
in the spring for the Red Cross appeal.

Although this change reduces the time available for preparation, it is clear 
| that there is still ample time in which to do a real organizational job. Furthermore, 
the fact that only some thirty days will intervene before the new year, it should not 
be difficult for the 400,000 loyal contributors to the previous campaigns to survey 

their affairs and budget their gifts for the 1944 calendar year. 


Of course, this is quite a change after eleven years of January campaigning, 
but I am so confident that it is a step in the right direction that I have no doubt 
that the citizens of Greater Boston will approve it and will continue to give their 
loyal support to our home agencies as well as to our wartime agencies.

Recent Annual Report Has 

Many Interesting Features 

There are several features of the 
annual statement, which President 
Jay R. Benton, of the Boston Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company, has 
recently made to the policyholders, 
that call for more than passing refer- 
ence. For instance, there is the fact 
that the company had 333,681 pol- 
icvholders at the end of 1942, a gain 
of 18,662 for the year. Although 
slightly less than the gain of 23,063 
in 1941, when the company under- 
took to celebrate its 50th anniversary 
in fitting fashion, it is a notable gain 
as compared with any of the previous 
years. For instance, it is almost 
twice as great as the gain for 1939, 
which was 10,008 policyholders.

In the past year, the company 
not only placed its entire current re- 
ceipts available for investment in 
such securities but it also converted 
sizable portions of its existing invest- 
ments into United States Govern- 
ment obligations. Out of total assets 
at the year’s end of $17,820,850.12, 
its investment in government bonds 
amounted to $11,016,087, or almost 
62 per cent of its admitted assets and 
77.5 per cent of its entire securities 
portfolio. 

The company’s admitted assets in- 
creased by 10 per cent during 1942 
but its holdings of government bonds 
increased by 26.4 per cent. The
